He Is Angry at the Skepticism 
of ^.Consuls of the 
Powers, 



An Italian Priest Tells of Mas- 
sacres oF Six Hundred, 
Converts. 



London. .Tiil.v 20.— Tlio Shanghai cor- 
respondent of the Daily Telegraph, tele- 
Kraiihln^' .yesterday, says: 

" Li limit: Glian}; now states that 
SI. me iiieinlpei-c< of tile lejiations liayc 
alroiid.v left I'eliiii and may l)e e.xpecteil 
shortly. Ill' is liecoinliig auRry at the 
skepticisms of tlie eoiistils. The improa- 
sioit is gaining ground thnt the minis- 
tern of the powers to whom China h-is 
npplic<I for mediation may be still alive. 
Tli(> representatives of F'rnnco, Japan, 
lUifisiim and the United States liuv.? 
yisited Li Hung Chang, but tlio others 
stili keep nloof. The Americiins are 
indigii.'int oyer tlio fact tliat TTiiited 
Sl;ites (loiisul 0(iodno\y lias eiiterod into 
relations with lOarl Li, hut Mr. Goodiio\y 
defends his action on tlie ;,'raiind tli.'it 
lie is following l!ie inslriictions of his 
Koyerniiient." 

'Die I lnn;,'kori^' correspondeiit of llio 
Dail.y I'jXpress wires ns follows umlf'r 
to-day's date: "An Italian priest has 
just arriyed here from Hen Sing Vu, 
Southern Hnnn, where the Italian 
bishop and three priests have been 
massacred after revolting torture. This 
took place on July 4. Six hundred con- 
verts were ranssacred, after the wonu'n 
had been subjected to hideous brutali- 
tiw. Six other priests fled to the liills, 
whoro thp.v -were probably killed. 

" The priest who pscapod made a 
perilous journey. Ho liid in a colliii on 
hoard n river lioat for 17 days." 

Berlin, July 20, — The Ocniinii foreign 
ollU'e, whicli has received no addition.'il 
news frejn Cliin.i to-day, points out tliat 
the conditions for mediation deinniided 
liy President MeKinley, puhlishcHl in 
I'erliii tliis nioriihig, place the United 
Sliiti's in suhstnntially tlie snine position 
as Gornian.v and Prance. Noverthelesri 
the German press continues to assert 
that the Wnsliiiigton government is try- 
ing to part company with the powers. 
The Frcissinnigo Zeitung remarks: "All 
the powers, vrith ono exception, refuse 
to be deceived longer by Chinese double- 
dealing. Thnt pxoiption is the United 
States, wliieh formall.v abandoned tlio 
coiieort of the pinveiv." 

Another circumstance whicli has made 
a bad impression here is tlie refusal of 
tlie British and United States ndmirnls 
to vote to give Kiissia control over tli" 
railway to Tien Tsin. Tli(> Berliiier 
Tagehlalt sa.vs tluit siicli refusal is a 
proof of disHonsion among the powers, 
and can onl.y oncnurage tlie Gliiiiese. 

The Knize Zeitung. wliich repeats its 
pessimistic views concerning the liar- 
inonious action of tlie powers, asserts 
that tlie present difilciilties in tlio way 
of united advnnco upon Pekin are even 
greater than the military dilllculties. 

The Vorwacrts contrasts President 
McKinloy's answer to the Chinese notn 
wjtli Count von Buolow's. praising 
President McKinloy's as a mastorpieco, 
and saying: 

" The United States President plays 
iiiuiii Clhina'ti sympathy, witliout in tim 
sliirhtest degree committing himself. 
Wliilo lie states eerlain conditioiiii 
clo.'irly and onergetically, lie avoiils 
every tlireat and rude rattling of the 
sahro. MeKinley is really a man of 
lino pai-ts." 

Count von Biielow, before going to 
nrcmorliaveii liad iin interview with tlio 
Russian .•imliassador, and suhsonueiillv 
with tlio TTiiited States. On tlio follow- 
ing da.v, Tuesday, he conferred witli the 
ambassadors of Austria-Hungary, Italy. 
France and Great Britain, It is nnd>'r- 
Rtood that the Chinese situation was 
discussed. 

Tlio National JSeitung nrgues stromrlv 
against tlio assnmption that the proliihi- 
tiiin of the exportation of arms to Cliiii.i 
would h>ayo China withi'iut arms. 

Wasliington. .Tiil.v 2li. — The iiiiv.v do- 
jiartment Iiiih just made public tlio fol- 
lowing .iildit ioiial cliapter in Admiral 
KemiilT's report: 

"United States Ulagshi|) Newark. 
Takn, Cliina, ,Iiine 20. — Sir: Koferriiig 
lo niy recent act ions in declining to take 
part ill llio seizure of tlie Takii forts 
and in afterwards making conmioii 
cause witli tlie foi'eign forces in protec- 
tion of foreign life and lu-opio-t y, 1 would 
respectfully state thnt the Chinese gov- 
prnnient is now paralyzed, and llio 
secret edicts show that it is in .sympathy 
with the Boxorfi. 

" Second, the fact tl»at under tlio exist- 
ing circumstances the troops at the forts 
wore given mncli extra drill, torpedoes 
were provided, and, it is claimed, plant- 
ed on the entrance of the Pei Ho river, 
was coiisidorod ineiiacing. and b.y other 
senior naval ()lllcer^^ snillcient cause to 
justify them in demanding the tempor- 
ary •upation of the fortn. This cul- 
minated in the boiiibardmeiit of the 
forts li.v otiier foreign giiiiliiiats on tlio 
niiuniiig of the ITtli .liiiie. which lias 
lieeii described. In this homliardniont 
the Moiiocaey was fired upon and struck 
^y;tllout iireyiou:^ warning, 

" Tliird, it is now necessar.y to join 
with the other foreign powers for com- 
mon defences and preservation of 
foreign life and tlie honor of our coun- 
try. 

" Fourth, I refused to join in taking 



possosi-ion of tiio Imperial Cliinose iTJi'l^ 
way station, and alsio declined to joi» 
in tho (.leuiaiid for temporary wcupatiou, 
oC the Talui ' forts, for I tlionght it 
against tlio policy .ind wishes of our 
government to bo entangled with otlu-r 
foreign powers in such a stop, and alsu 
because it endangered the lives oC 
people in the interior in advance of 
absolute necessity, for up to curly morn- 
ing ou .Tune 17 the Chiuetse government 
had not corainittod, so far as 1 am 
aware, any act of open hostilities toward 
the foreign armed forces. 

" Fifth, in opening fire without warn- 
ing, an act of war was committed, 
wlien many shots were fireil at the placu 
whore the Moiiocacy was motired, about 
3,UU0 yards trom. the forts. iTliose lir-f 
ing nuist have known of her [iresonce 
there, us she had been moored in that, 
position a number of days. 

" Under thofie circumstances, I regard- 
ed the situation as one for the protectiou 
of the national hunor and the preserva- 
tion of our people, and have acted ac- 
cordingly. " 

^ Vokoliani:i, July 2(!.— According to 
Seoul reports tl\e K()roaii govornnient has 
protosti'd against tlio ])resenco of the 
Ilussiaii refugees at Wiju, but after an 
audience the lluHsian govornniout agreed 
to remove them to I'ort Arthur without 
delay. 

Tokio, July 2-1. — A message which ar- 
rived from Shanghai yesterday makes 
the following atisortion: 

"Yuan Shi Kai, governor of Shan 
Tung, has received u letter from Pekin, 
dated July 18, declaring that a log;i- 
tion courier was captured by the Chi- 
nese on July l.'J, and that thereupon 
IJeli. Hang Lit petitioned tlio throne to 
employ the courier as a mowsenger to 
conunnnicate with the ministers. This 
was curried out, and a reply was re- 
ceivinl that the ministers -\vero well and 
were nnaidmous in favoring the restora- 
tion of peace. 

"An (dlicial of the Tsung li Yamcn af- 
terwardM yisited the legations and inter- 
viewed a ininiHtor, and it was Hiib.se- 
(luently decided lo pi'titiini tlie Kniporor 
to sup[ily llio legations witli food and to 
Hend tlieiii to Tien Tsin. Young Lll is 
said to h.ivo great dilllcult.y in interven- 
ing lii'tweeii tlie foreign soldiers guard- 
ing tlio .south (iioka bridge and tlie 
Tongo troopri on the north side. Figliting 
has now co:isod, however."

Vancouver, July 20.— The fish have 
begun to run froidy in tlio Fraser. The 
lop-liuor boats took in 150, the average 
being between 50 and 100. All the 
.Japanese are out, and several former 
white strikers have given in. The In- 
dians are preparing to leave for their 
homes. 

The fishermen nro ail doing well niid 
tlie canneries are ruuning Cull blast, all 
the lisli being divided pro rata. . 

.Mr, Vowell, inspector of Indian affairs, 
eaiiie over from Victoria tc>-day and pro- 
ceede<l immediately to Stevoston to hoW 
a conforonco with the Indians in an ef- 
fort to persuade them to iish at eanners 
prices. Mr. Vowell, after having 
thoroughly gone into tlie question, snid 
he believed these prices ^yoro very fair. 

The eanners believe that the strike is 
over, and those that are not fishing now 
will taltc their nets off the racks as soon 
as the big run, which has already struck 
tho traps, comes down tlio' river. Ihe 
strikers have sent I-abor Coniuussioner 
Bromner on many fruitless errands to 
tho eanners since Tuesday last, seeking 
a <'omproiuise. In fact tlie strikers are 
willing to accept all the terms o£ the 
cannors. Burns and MacLain ar(? 
vainly striving lo keep up the courage of 
tho strikers, MacLnin informing llioni 
at a meeting held yesterday afternoon 
that the Naiiainio coal miners were to 
lie asses.so<l ."iO cents each to provide food 
for tlieiii, and all would bo well; to the 
Indians he suid he would speak on llio 
st ri'ot corners every night and take up a 
collection for them. He told t.hem that 
if the soldiers had come to Stevoston m 
the day time many of tliom would bo 
at the bottom of tho river. He called 
tho soldiers cowards, and said they had 
skipiied to the States in numbers to 
avoid service. He had hoard while in 
Nanaiiiio that the strikers liad surnuind- 
od tlie militia and lie liurrieil hmne to 
help the strikers. MacLain called upon 
Ihe strikers to parade Iheir streugtli, line 
half those present left tho iiiei'ting and 
refused to iiiari-h. 

Tlio last appeal made by the strikers 
to tho eanners ^ya8 in effect that they 
rocogiiizo the union and all else would 
lie forgotten. . 

Mr. Bremner refers to the sinkers 
ilolegates as " my committee,' and lat- 
terly tho eanners have been treatinH 
with liiiii as a representative of the 
strikers. 

Last night an official statement was 
given out by the executive of the com- 
bine to the effect that the price 08 
salmon had been fixed after careful de- 
liberation at 20 cents for tho first <)0(- 
fish, and for 15 cents for all over that 
iiunibcr. 

Several of flio cannors stated tins 
nioriiing that the union Would not bo 
recognized, hut that the lishermon 
should be content in getting a contract 
from the eanners regarding the price of 
fish. Bocognizing the union sounded 
siuiplo enough, but in tlio first place it 
would involve tho recognition of tho 
Socialist agitators wlio led tliem. In 
the Rocond place, according to the way 
union rules wore applied iin, other labor, 
tho cannors would be compelled to em-' 
ploy union men only, and as there ^ve^o 
only some 000 fishermen that belong to 
the union, they would find themselvo.s 
in a bad fix; and it nll fisherinon on the 
river joiiiod the union, they would still 
be in a most helpless coiidition, for if a 
lishefman was discharged for cause, tho 
union would say reinstate that man nt 
once or be tied up. 

In spite of the attempt of the strikers 
to win back the .Taps, ffvery day there 
are more lishormou on the river, and 
with the exception of Stevoston town 
the strike is practically over. ' 



Stoamur Cottage City, which arrived 
at iLouu yesterday from xVUslcan ports, 
brought a largo iiuniber of passongers. 
TUure were over two hundred. A nuni- 
bor of thetio wore luiijors, many bring- 
in;,' fair sized sacks from the Klondike 
Jiiiueii. Tho mujurity, though, were cx- 
cui-siiouists and resUleuts of tho North- 
eru towns. The Klondikcre brought out 
sold estimated In value at $150,UU0. Per- 
bups the richest of the group was H. 
Kuabel, who has interests ou many of 
the Klondike creeks, and who came out 
with cou«ider!ibio gold to buy machinery 
for some of his proiiortios. He was said 
by his fellow passeiigeiri to have about 
^;30,l)U0. He would uot say hiinsolf how 
much he had, but offered tho iiU'ormatioa 
that he had plonty. A. Hold and W. 
Laiug were other rich uiinere. They are 
iiiterwtod Lu No. U above on -Sulphur, 
and had two largo saclM of gold from 
there. .V Chicago doctor was also re- 
putod to huvo .f^O.OOU. Mos.srs. Roid 
uud Laing bad two iutoretiting specimens 
of the prehistoric luiiuinial life of the 
Yukon. Tlio former had a Itirgo tooth, 
weighing oyer ton pounds, which ho had 
taken from his claim, and his partner 
had a suaall tooth, which ho said ^yas 
ovidojitly that of a baby mammoth. It, 
though, was a grinder, about six inches 
iu length. :Mr. Iteid was offered a hun- 
dred dollars for the tooth by some of the 
o.xcursionisls. 

Among tlio pae«ongprs who debarked 
hero were Mrs. A. 10. Siiiilh and Miss 
Lillian U, Smith, wife and dauglitor of 
the Unite'd States Consul in this city, 
who made the round trip, and Jlcssrs. 
Steve O'Brien and W. II. Jackson, who 
returucd from Dawson and White Horse, 
wh(!re they, have been erecting theatres. 

News was given by Mr. Knabel of ft 
rich placer strike at the head of tho 
Stewart river. Among other Dawson 
minors he liiul sent men iu there, and 
before he left Dawson, on tho 11th, one 
of thorn had reported to him that a find 
had been made— the miner thought it 
was perhai)ri the mother lode which fed 
tho creekri of the Klondike with their 
treasure— on tlie right bank of the Stew- 
art, near Iho Iread. 

h'runi Juucnu comes news that the 
whole city and Douglas Island is in the 
tliruer! of a great mining o.'ccitonient over 
tho fiuds made iu the Glacier Bay dis- 
trict. String after string of boats hur- 
ried from Juucau to the scone of tlio 
strike, I'lirser Curtis says when tho 
Cottage City was there over live hun- 
dred had gone to tho scene. A steamer is 
to bo put on botweon Juneau and the bar, 
wliicli is tlio head of n;iyigation for tho 
Gliioier district. A tent was also being 
put up. 

Tho district where tho now strike has 
been made is ou a direct lino between 
Sheep Creek and Beruor's Bay. Tho 
gold already taken out by the minors who 
have located there ia very bright, and 
seems much richer than that taken from 
the Porcupine district. 

The Dawson News of Jiily 13 com- 
ments on the mining situation in the 
Klondike as follows: 

"The fact is becoming more apparent 
witli the rotiults of every oleau-up on the 
vanouri creeks of this district that while 
the output in tho aggregate was larger 
than last year's hy nearly 75 per cent., 
tho actual cost of production was so much 
greater that very few mine cyuors find 
a balance on tlie credit side of their 
ledgers, and a very largo inajority of 
lu.Miien find t heiiisflvefi ulterly rniuod, 
with hundreds of workmen whoso daily 
wagon remain unpaid as tlio roHult of 
their winter's toil, Tho cause .of it lies 
iu tho bad laws, excosjivo taxation and 
tlie deteclivo lay system that have so 
long provailod, affording protection to no 
one and poniiittiiig of tho rankest kind 
of wild cat speculations with prcjMpoctiyo 
miues at tho expense largely of llio poor 
working man. Tlio reuiody for tlie lat- 
ter lies ill a tiioioiigh protoction to the 
^vorklllilll, ;,/iil this can only lii^ given 
tlu-jugh a mochaiiics' lion Ja'w thai will 
make not only the duiiiiis, bin the mine 
itself responsible for tin' w:iges. The 
percentages on whicli laymen took claims 
all of last winter were entirely loo small 
to warrant any possible profit except on 
claiiub that turned out exceptionally rich'. 

Steam thawcrs have not proven tho 
'bonanza they were expected to be, and 
more men have been swamped by them 
this last winter by reason of the heavy 
cost of ruuning theui than can now bo 
figure<l lip. 

Kxisting conditions are such that in or- 
der to make mining profitable in this 
(list riot a number of important changes 
will have to be made. First, the royalty 
liiust be abolished or materially reduced; 
titli-s to claims must ho given; miners' 
licenses must be abolished or brought 
down to ii'f:hodi!nal, indiscriminate head 
tax lor everyone entering the country — 
miner or no ihinor— and then tlie coun- 
try will have to ho thrown open to re- 
location before anything like a population 
eun bo expected. 

Miners froni Dominion Creek say that 
from its head to lower discovery it has 
been worked o.vtensivoly this season, both 
crook chiiius and liillsidos, and has pro- 
duced more gold than tho avo.'ago creeks.

A Khort time 
ago her owners decided to send her to 
the Koyokuk from Dawsou, but, as Brit- 
ish vessels were not allowed to ofierate 
on that river, she was uuuble to enter 
tne service and came back to. the Ujiper 
Yukon route. Soon after resuming ser- 
vice on that route, the -rttte war was be- 
gun, with the steamers of the Klondike 
Corporation, and passengers were carried 
very cheaply by the eteamers of the riv- 
al lines. 

Capt. Bnrringtou, who was in command 
of the I'Torence S., is not only well 
known on tliu Yukon, but also here and 
on the Sound, for he, his father and bro- 
thers, have long lieen conuecteil with 
steaiuboating on this Coat^t. His father 
was one of the pioneer navigators on the 
Sound, lie sailed the Eclipse oti the 
Victoria and Ol.viiipia route in 1S54.

THE WAR. 

The advanet' across the Transvaal ie 
proceedin}; satisfactorily. Frencli and 
Hutton are on the south side of tlie 
Netherlands railway. The point south 
of Balmoral where they eugaRod the 
Boers on Tuesday is Oti miles east ot 
Pretoria. Driving the enemy before 
tbcin, tliey reached Oliphant's river on 
Wednesday nnd expected to cross it. 
That meant an advaiico of over 20 miU^s 
during 124 hours, and unless unexpected 
opposition was encountered yesterday, 
they ought by this time to have reached 
Middlel)urg, whieli is 84 miles from 
Pretoria. Forty miles further will take 
theni to the points where the enemy 
must leave tlic line ot the railroad and 
strike out over the plateau for Lyden- 
burg, if that is their destination. 
About 50 miles enst ot Jliddlcburg the 
railway enters the great Drnkenciberg 
range, and if tlio eneray dotennino to 
oppose our further progress tliero, they 
can give considerable trouble. They 
may not do so, because if tljc.v pass be- 
yond tbe plateau leading to Lydenburg, 
there will be no line of retreat open to 
them. 

There was fighting on T'losday and 
Wednesday in the Orange River Colony, 
and the result of the tir.«t day's -work 
seems to have been to compel Hunter 
to change his line of attack, and lnsten<I 
of going up against the eneniy'.s front 
among the hill.s, tL> execute a Umik 
moveiuont. This he appears to have 
accomplished, and tbe ressult will be 
awaited with great interest The enemy- 
have no lino of retreat open, and ap- 
pureutly must fight to a Cnish. 

Dewet's force is a long^wny from any 
of the other Boer commanils, and It is 
not easy to see "how he can hope to 
unite with them. Whether he will 
enter the Tranfivaal in the hope of 
reaching Kruger is more than doMbtCul 
now that our force has adranccd so fnr 
enst of Pretoria. He will find his way 
blocked if he attomptfi this. 

We are not able to locate Carringion. 
The despatches to the United States 
papers any that he defeated the Bwrs 
ut El Selous river (not St. Louis, jm our 
despatches had it), but we are unable to 
find this upon any map. 

KKAUUUI.EXT NATURAMXATIOX. 

At tbe meeting of the Council of the 
Board of Trade yesterday, Col. Prior 
brought up the question of the Japanese 

on the Fraser river. He stated that the 
Tcgnlationa provided that only British 
subjects could obtain litshing licenses, and 
he asked if all the Japanese on the river, 
ivho had taken out licenses were natural- 
ized. He mentioned that throe years' 
residence in the country ia necOKaary 
before an alien can be admitted to tjike 
the oath of allegiance and beconie a Brit- 
i<ih subject, and ho did not think aJl the 
.Japanese on the Praeer had complied 
with tlic law iu tjiis respect. Evidently, 
■(.'ol. I'riur tliought, some olllcials were 
very l;ix in their duties under tbe uutur- 
nlizatiou Jaw. While no one could an- 
swer Col. Prior's (juostion deflnitely, the 
opinion of those present, who spoke, wa.s 
to the effect that the naturalization law 
is being evaded. Thi' matter ought to 
be invctitigatcd. We are not clear that 
any one is charged with the duty of 
making the investigation. Xaturaliza- 
tion comes under the juritidietiou of the 
parliament of Canada, and there is noth- 
ing in. the law requiring the Dominion 
£Overpment to examine into cascK of 
fraudulent naturalization practices. It is 
presumed that the notaries, justices of the 
Iieacc and others, who carry out the law, 
■will act faithfully in all cases which 
arise. Tlie provincial government could 
not be reaKouably asked to hunt out 
Crjiudnlent cases, although undoubtedly 
if- one" were brought -.to, the attention of 
the Attorney-General he would take 
stepfi to see that the ''offend lug parties 
were punished. 
i^^el^TB *<^'Wi(j'):iml^ many Japan- 
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perjury. But this iri another matter, 
which neither the Dominion government, 
which grauts''tbe licenees, nor the Pro- 
vincial £OTcmmcnt, which is <>1iarg°d 
with the rceponsibUity of punlshiiig in- 
fraction of law, has any machinery to 
investigate. 

It occurs to us that if there is -ans 
good ground for the assertion so freely 
made, that Japanese are fraudulently 
naturalized or are obtaining liceiiKeti un- 
der false pretenses, the Fishermen's 
Union might easily discover it. We. are 
conlident that if any case is brought to 
the attention of the Attorney-General, in 
which false oaths have been taken by 
Japanese to obtain aatnrulization or 
other papers, or any iuKtances can be 
given iu which notarieu public, justices of 
the peace or other officers have acted col- 
lusively in enabling aliens to violate the 
law, very prompt action will be taken to 
punish the offenders. 



MR. McINNES" BILL. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Mclnnes 
into the legislature is n specimen of 
demugoo'uory that can hardly be paral- 
leled. It is a measure of an extreme 
nature. If by any unhappy combin<i- 
tion of circumstances such a bill should 
become law, tlie utmost confusion wouhl 
lirevail, and almost ovi;ry branch of in- 
dustry would be seriously aflected. In 
fact iu some lines something like paraly- 
sis -would occur. It would simply be 
impossible to carry on tlie several indus- 
tries or provide for the several matter*' 
mentioned in the sch'.'diile to the act in 
anything like an elljcieiit manner. 

Of course, the great cbjeciion to the 
bill is to be found in ucctions 4 and o. 
Tliey are absurd sections, for they pro- 
vide an educational and racial test of a 
numt alisurd elinrai'tei-. Mr. Mclnnes 
pr(vposes to except from the operation ot 
the bill persons who are on the voters' 
list, full-blooded Indians or persons t-t 
fnll Caucasian blood. Can anything be 
more iionsensicalV Wliat is the test of 
"41 fuU-blooded Indian"? Will Mr. 
:McInnes kindly esplain? There is n(| 
Indian Herd Book or Stud Book that we 
know of. We understand that thirteen 
crosfics to sires in the Stud Book entitles 
an ^animal to be registered as a thorougb- 
l)red. We believe that eight crosses to 
registered sires entitles n c'alf to tie 
rei;ist?red in most of the Herd Books, 
luid tliere are certain qualifications 
toncbing the number of colts iu tlie 2:30 
list which entitle horses to go on the 
Standard list. But as yet there is no 
test ithiit we know of as to what consti- 
tutes "a full-blooded Indian." If in 
the days before Vancouver some Sjiau- 
iard on the West Coast became enam- 
ored of a pretty klootchrann and took 
her to wife, shall the fruit of this union 
be barred until the end of time from the 
privilege of earning money in this 
province? Posi^ibly it might not De 
neeessaci- to so back to the last century 
to discover the intrusion of foreign blooil 
in the veins of the noble Siwash. Has 
Mr. .Mclnnes studied out the iiatur(> of 
the test to which Indians shall be sub- 
jected in order to determine the purity 
of their lilood? 

,Then we have tbe people of pure 
Caucasian blood. What is the test, 
may we a«k? Take the promoter of 
the bill himself. Can he make an affi- 
davit that he himself is of pure Cauca- 
sian blood? Is he quite sure that in 
sumo byHono century some member of 
tlie Clan Mclnnes did not, during the 
Crusades, or in som'; expedition to 
Greenlands' Icy Mountains or to where 
Afric's sunny fountains roll down their 
golden sand, contract an alliance 
with Home daughter of the soil? 
Suiipose some one from Spain 
should seek employment here and 
not "be n'ble to pass the oduca- 
tion.nJ test, would he bo oliliged to rc- 
mniu unemployed because he cannot 
prove that during the Moorish occupa- 
tion of tbe Peninsula none of his ances- 
tors or aneeBtresscfi was o lloscendaiit of 
tlie tribes of Xortli Africa? If the bill 
becomes law, every illiterate person 
coming to this country would have to 
produce a pedigree the like of which 
ciinnot be found in Burke or Debrett. 

Mr. Mclnnes' bill is a specimen 3f 
freak legislation. It is a piece of abs> 
Inte t>vmfooler3-, and the duty of tlio 
members of the house is to treat it as 
though It r-manafed from some wholly 
inenponsible individual. Substantially 
the bill proposes that no one shall be 
employed in Uiis jirovinco in any capa- 
city whatever, Hiiless his -.lame is on tin- 
voters' list or be can pass an educational 
test, and it bars all iilitemte women. 
There are other objections to the bi'l, 
but lliosp mentioned above r-how it to be 
so ^:upr(■:lu■ly ridiculous that it will 
banily receive serious intention.

Tho sum which the government nuked 
from the honso yesterday was something 
out of the usual course. We lielieve it 
to bo unprecedented in British Columbia, 
and we are not aware of any similar 
case liaving arisen in any rf the prov- 
inces. Unquestionably parliamentary 
practice is that the house shall bo put 
in poRsession of details of nny expendi- 
ture before a vote is asked. There lis 
no disput(> on this point. It is a prac- 
tice, -xvbich ought not to be departed 
from. But what are reasonable details 
mtifst always depend upon cirenm- 
staiices. Tliey are such particulars as 
any reasonable man ought to ronsiilor 
snfllcient to show him the uses that are 
to be made of the money. 

Now, nfi most people know, there have 
been no appropriations available for the 
pulilie service since .Tune 30. niid noai' 
I'an be available until the house votes 
it. It is within the knowledge of every 
man in the province that tho bufdnoss 
of the country cannot go on without 
money, and there is no'way of gettim: 
money except by vote of tho hon.;e. 
This fact is of itself snfflclent to explain 
wlij- tho government nslied for a vote en 
bloc to the amount of .'^ino.non. The 
government might very properly ask for 
the money without any further explana- 
tion than this, and tbe country would 
liave been sntisfied; but particulars 
were given, wliicb were satisfactory to 
the members on both sides of the house, 
altboupb some members of the opposi- 
tion appeared to think that more shou^i 
bo told. Mr. Mnrtin lind a gomi (,pal 
to say nbpnt it. hut we do not think 
that any injustice will be done him if 
we suggest that he was more anxious to 
give tho Chief Commissioner of Lnnda 
and Works nn uncomfortable time 
than establisli a principle. 'Mr. 
Wells was not much disturbed by it, 
and gave evidence, on tbe first occasion 
he has been called upon to do so, that 
he is quite able to take care of his de- 
partment on the floor of the bouse.

Dear Sirs: I am in receipt of your con- 
gratulatory ad(Ii-esf<, dated .Inly lotli I 
was greatly pleased with micli a testi- 
monial of esteem, coniiiiH an it does from 
so large ji number of the citizens of 
Roeeland; and to you and through vou 1 
WJsh to publicly convey iny sincerest 
thanks. 

^Reference is made in the address to 
the efforts of my colleagues and I'l.vseli 
in the cause of responsible gorenuiieiit, 
which, in regard to our treatment and, 
generally speaking, for a period of two 
rm'"'"^' ^^■"'^ grossly and seriously violated. 
-Che rift in provincial pojiticfl occasioned 
by the undue and unufiuni exercise of 
tiutiiority by the late Lieuten.-'int-Gover- 
nor is now an issue of the past anil a 
matter of hifitory rather than of present 
concern, I have no desire to revive it 
or to dwell upon it. S.j f;ir as it alTects 
mo personally and my colleagues to whom 
you refer, tbe feature of pleuHurahle inter- 
est is tho fact that our cause has been 
completely vindicated by tlie people, not 
in one section alone, ^but generally 
throughout the province. A government 
wli ch two years ago was assailed and 
maligned by itg opponents aa the repre- 
flentativo of nearly everything that is 
'■ bad in politics, has, after a coutnist bv 



opponents, in a large measure been rela- 
vec-teu with public conlidcuce. 

I'ersonally, your addre^;t<, so numerous- 
ly and inliuentially signed, aftordu me 
pleasure for other reasons entirely apart 
from its too tlattering refcrencctj to my 
political career. It conies from the very 
heart ot the southern interior, where op- 
pot-itiou to my colleagues and myself was 
most bitter. It is evidence that there is 
now a growing appreciation of our form- 
er efforts for the development of the 
Kootenays. They may not have been as 
ample as the neceesities of tliat coun- 
try demanded, but they were iCar iu ad. 
vance of •anything ^ that has been done 
since that time. With the experience of 
the "past to guide it the new government 
will be in a better position to judge of 
the requirements; and the people of the 
Kootenays, I trust, will be iu a mood to 
more justly criticize itts acts and to wise- 
ly advise the executive ati to their wants. 

Your addresti is a blow to the political 
superstition about '"Turnerism," ko as- 
siduously fostered by niy old opponents, 
and as nuch I feel thankful to you. What 
"Turnerism" is or was I Fiave not yet 
been ablo to find out, and tlnwe who use 
it .so freely have not explained, and pro- 
banly cannot explain, what they mean 
by it. Having been premier for only a 
little over three years, my colleagueti and 
supiiorters were practically thotje of sev- 
eral former premiers; and the policy of 
the government of which I v/ais the lead- 
er did not materially differ from that of 
previous administrations. Personally, I 
liave always to my ntmocit endeavored, as 
all who know nje can bear witnesti, to ad- 
vance the interestH of tbe province. I 
have always advocated the adoption of 
progressive mea«ures that -were sound; I 
have been a friend of the policy of vigor- 
ous development; have never in any de- 
gree been a sectionallst; and in my policy 
as finance minister 1 may reasonably 
claim the credit of placing our financial 
credit on the tsouiid basis on which it was 
left two years ago. "Turnerism" in that 
Hcnsf has not been an unmixed evil. For 
the faults and weaknesses of the admin 
istrationa with which I have been con- 
nected 1 am willing to accept my due 
share of retiponHibility ; but I do not think 
in fairness they sliould be all branded 
with a name which particularizes myself 
as their autlior witnuut any credit for 
the good deeds at all. As one, who has 
for ni'arly lifteeii .years, without pertional 
lirotit, faithfully served the province, and 
ats one who has lived in it the best part 
oi' his lil-'\ slianng in llie political an 
well as llie liusiiies.s vicissiluues of Bril- 
■;i<li Columliia, surely 1 am honcsUy eii- 
iitlcil i.j more honorable— fairer — treat- 
ment than tile use of tbe term implicts. 

\Vith this ill miiul 1 appreciate more 
thoroughly your unexpected tributes and 
exprct-sious of esteem, and I am deeply 
grateful to you and tlie other citizens of 
liossland.

Tliey 
jnust await ilevclopinents. He believeil 
tliat whcu worldiignieii were sober and 
industrious and wiliing to worlv, they 
could hold' their own in any part of thi( 
world. There were two classes of nien— 
the stronjT and the weak— and on Van- 
couver lelnnd there was no place fi^r 
the .latter. There was sroat need for 
more settlers in liritii^h Cohiiiibia, but 
the refuse was nut waiiteil. Tlu' Ol;l 
Cuniitry had ^jie.atly nofrleeted inuiiiKra- 
lion— that he coiisideruil one ol' the 
greatest l)b)ts upim ("Jrciit Bi-itain's 
policy; but tliiiiKs had cliaiiKed of late, 
iiiul now the siluiilion was simply thnt. 
wlierever a inan lived uiuUt the Britisli 
lliiK, he was at home. But lie was in 
fiivor ot state-aided immltrration in order 
to iieopli! the t^parsoly settled portions 
of the Empire. 

The question of gottinc domestic (ser- 
vants was !i most dilllciilt ope; white 
servants were needed here; they were 
also needed at home. The \\-onien who 
came, however, to live in this sparsely 
•settled country in the ranch Jife were 
indeed heroines, when tlie privations 
they had to endure were remembered. 

Miss Iteod. ot Montreal, then read a 
most interefitinj; paper on the subject ot 
inimlRrntion. She was followed by Mrs, 
Cooper, of Nanairao. with a similar 
paper. Mrs. Skinner, of Vanconver, 
then read a very valuublc iiaper, which 
showed the woik iloiio in \'nncoiivor. 

The chairman did not entirely afiree 
with •the enncluding portion of the lasj 
paper. The papers which had hit the 
iiinrk wiere those which had fihown tiiit 
condrtioiis liad altered during the blflt 
TiO years. Mistressi^ must learn hOTV to 
treat their servants differently from 
what tliey did long ago. They should 
be treated with sympathy, and the difii- 
■ «ulflen •^v'hlch now sarronnded the «er- 
vant girl question would «oon disappear. 

Miss Fftss Gibbon, of Toronto, was al- 
ways very much interp«ted in the ques- 
tion of the immigration ot serra-Dt giiils 
from the 'Old Country. It was rery 
dlincult for Entrlish girls t(] fall iTilothe 
wa.vs of Can;ida; anil she thouslit it 
would tie a good plan to open an immi- 
gration agency in Canada so as to secure 
the proper kind of spiTarits for thits 
country. Tli(> best wny. of courf:e, 
would bp- to educate tlio girls of C.-madn 
and make them feel that tlu.'ir position 
was an liononilOe one. 

Tjady Taylor iJiouglit if government 
nid could lie obtained at all, it -wouM 
he advisaMo to use it in Canada. Had 
ft trained lionie lietn avnihilde when the 
Icelanders arrived in Winnipeg, they 
would have made escellent servants. Jf 
flomcthlns coald be done for, a class of 
that kind, it'- would -do much towards 
mitigating the grievance complained of. 

Sljss Bowce could hot think of any- 
thing, more essential to the comfort of 
the. commnnity than good housekeepers 
and the Canadian girls ought to bi 
trained ' to (ill tliese pofiitions. wliiel: 
wore lionornhle. The whole thing hinged 
upon societ.y consenting ti> look upon 
housekeeping as resppctarile work, and 
until (hat was done the grievance com- 
plained of would not lie abated. 

Miris Fit/; Gibbon thought the greatest 
drawback to securing good servants in 
Canada was tlie great desire for a 
change. It was not the same here as 
in the Old Country, where servants re- 
mained with the family for years. The 
colleges and schools for domestic scsoacc 
should be encouraged. ! "

A farmer does not plant all his fields with 
one kind of produce, or devote too much

do not already exist." 

THE AFTERNOON.

timates Takes Up Most of 
the Sitting. 



The Sandon Relief Bill Ques- 
tions Answered In the 
tiouse 



The debate upon the Emergency Sui)- 
,pl} I>ill occupied the greater part of 

.vi'stcriliiy's sittiiig of the leBiwlnturo, 
'J"liis liill, as has already \wn\ stated, 
provides for tin- grant of ^SloO.UtX) in a 
lump sum to provide for the payment of 
salaries and other urgent calls made 
u|i(iii the provincKil treasury. The 
iiiDiieyt; vnteil for tlio publie services had 
provided o[ily fi'r the expentlitnre \uilil 
June 30. the end of the fiscal year, ami 
as it was practically impossihie to ijro- 
vido for the carrying on of ilie pid)li<.' 
services in a shorter time than a fort- 
night through the regular inetliod of 
■bringing down the ostimates, the un- 
usual metho<l of an emergency supply 
■was reeorted to to bridge over the in- 
terval. The luonsuro is all the moro 
noticeable from the fact that it was the 
first of the kind ever introduced in tliiti 
province, if not nJso in the whole of 
Cantida, Its passage was objected to 
l)y the opposition generally — not, how- 
ever, because of its method, nor of the 
nniount of money tliat it called for, but 
for th(" reasons that itemized details of 
a certain portion of tlio money — Ihnt in- 
tcinled for p\iblic work.s — had not been 
lironglit down liy the Mini^iter of 
I'Mnance. Tlie debate continued Inn- 
gnidly for a little over jin hour, but the 
motion was cai-rieil williout the demand 
of tile opposition being satisfied. 

Prayers over, tile house went into 
■onminittee to consider the matter, ^Ir. 
Pooley lieiiiK in the ohair. The debate 
was begun by Mr. .Joseph Martin. He 
considered the measure n very unneces- 
fsnry one. Salaries must be paid and 
the affairs of the province kept going, 
lint the fact_ that a portion of the sum 
was to lie fiiicnt upon public works gave 
the matter a new phase. If the work 
had already been done it was all right, 
but he had beard that tlie governinont 
was authorizing new works— perlwips, in- 
deed, extensive ones — and it tliis M-ero 
so the house shonld know of it. There 
was great need for this work, and es- 
pecially on the roads. lie would nof 
■object to the measure, but hoped that 
the minister would give them c^ome par- 
ticulars of what was being done and 
•where. 

Hon. Mr. Turner was disposed to 
ngree with the leader of the opposition. 
The step was without o precedent hero, 
for the province Iiad never presented 
sufih a set of circumstances as it did. 
Something had to be done. Recourse 
might be had to " special warrants," b\it 
that wni^ not without objections. Last 
year he had seen in England a similac 
omergency supply granted for military 
purposes, and the house was accordingl.v 
being asked for a similar vote. The 
amount was chiefly made up by salaries, 
etc., which required about .?8S.(^)() a 
month. This was made up as follows:

The house 
should spend the money, not the govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Hunter agreed with him in 
thinkiug tliat the details siiould bo , 
^iven. He had not seen Mr. Wells n|) i 
in Carilioo looking for work to be done, | 
and that was a most important section. • 
Ilritish Columbia did not revolve around 
Kootenay. 

Mr. lireen pointed out how useless it 
was to waste so much time over the 
matter. The works in Kootenay were 
justilii'd over and over again, and tlie 
govermnent was acting very fairly in 
the whole matter. 

Upon a second reference to the Pacific 
cable offer, this time by the Hon. Mr. 
Turner, .Mr. Martin stated that the then 
giiverninent had not pledged itself. An 
oiler hail been made subject to the ap- 
proval of the luinse,.but Attorney-Gen- 
eral lOlierts had the correspondence be- 
fore him, and, reading from it, nailed 
tliat mi.-istntemeiit so soon as it was 
made. 

The dcliate drairged on frr some tim j 
further, and at last the meariiire was 
carried, no one voting against it. 

Mr. Mcl'hillips then explained his 
Shop Closin;r and Kniployment of Child- 
ren bill. This followed the Manitoba 
not. The provision for early closing 
emiiowered the muiiicipalitics to act by 
law while the second act limited the 
hours of work for children, provided for 
seats for shop girls, and other like mat- 
ters, A short debate followed, from 
which it appeared that many members 
considered it not snfflcicntiy drastic. 
The bill was then passed a second time. 

The Hon. the ^linister of Finance 
moved the formal resolution for the in- 
troduction of the estimates at to-day's 
sitting. This was of course carried 
without discussion. 

The Sandon relief bill was also read 
a tJccond time, and the consideration of 
Mr. Mctniies' labor bill was S9t over 
for II week. 

'J'lie petition to acoi^lerate the incor- 
poration of the city of Phoenix, intro- 
duced by Jlr. Smith Curtis, wns with- 
drawn by that gentlcmiin in favor of a

Attorney-General Ebertrf introduced 
the amendments to the Supreme Court 
and the .lurors" acts. These had been' 
up last winter, and were yesterday 
given their first readings. 

Another relict of last winter's nbnrtivi' 
session was ro-intrnduced by Mr. I!nl|ili 
Smith in the following motion, which 
was pat^seil without discussion:

Uts a man to perform Justly, skilfully anil 
masiiaulniously all the oftlces to the puhlic 
and private, Iu peace or war;" wlille Ilusklu 
writes: ••Education Is tlie leadfii),- huuiiin 
uiU to what Is best and inalihig what Is I)est 
out of them; these two objects are always 
attainable together, uud by the same uieaua; 
the traiiiliii; which, makes men happiest lu 
themselves also makes them most , service- 
able to others." 

Aud so the task of the educator Is, lu the 
llrst Instance, lo develop to the hife-liest 
Iierfcctluu all the powers of ttie clitld, that 
she may realize the Ideal of the All-Father. 
The most civilized nations are devoting 
their best energies to the work of educa 
tlou, realizing that upon this, depends tUeIr 
very existence; that U Is by developing 
each Individual life to perfection that the 
common good will be secured. There Is 
then a vital necessity that all the factors 
tliut are used tor this developiueut should 
be lu complete Imriuony; that each should 
complonieut the other. Everything must 
depend upon the harmonious worUln^ of 
the home and schoof ir tlie edueatlun fs 
to be prolUable; anil tlie problem requires 
the most careful attention. When a teach- 
er full of zeal ami devotion Is eagerly si'ek- 
liiK to deepen the knowledge ut a p'jpll, 
and to wlileii her experience, and has come 
to the conclusion that a well proportioned 
curriculum Is necessary for mental develop- 
meut, It Is uKgravatlng to have the parent 
luterfere aud Insist upon a different ar- 
raiigenicnt of studies. On the other band, 
the teacher, not knowing so well as the 
parent the capabilities of the child, or 
the arena In which she will in the future 
have to take her place, may have arrang- 
ed a coarse of stuily which, under the clr- 
ciimstnnces, will not prove the most bone- 
llclal. In this case the parent must be 
iiUoweil to luterfere uud suggest iillera- 
lloiis. 

As the doctor needs to listen to the ex- 
perience of the mother, and the luotlier to 
eurry out llie nilvlci,' of tlie iloctor. so do 
parents need lo trust the chilli's teachiT 
111 matters of whleli no ...ilncalloaiil expert 
ran form the lii^st Jud^'mmt, luiil teaeliers, 
like iloitois, need to prollt by ihe exiieri- 
eiice of the parents, and slioiilil be willing 
lo t;lve reasons for their ailvlee, knowlii;; 
iliat the more the parent understands, the 
more laielllneiitly will she carry out the 
directions ;;lvea. 'I'his Will be the easier, 
because as a (iiilekeued sense of the Im- 
porlauec of eUueatlbn has been awakened 
In tcncUers, so has It In parents. It Is of 
the very greatest Importance for the child's 
character that there should be complcto 
co-operation between home ami school. All 
lirofesslous find the nrtvanta^'i. of meeting 
together to discuss their special iirolileiiis. 
It Is a Kreat matter to sulistitiile camlld 
discussion for faiilt-llndliiK to thlnl parties. 
rareiU ami teacher will not always agree, 
but they will learn to respect each oth- 
er's opinions, to undcrHtaud one another's 
ilirilcultles and lo work more enectually 
with one anoilier la the dlfilcull sacred task 
commltteil 10 them. Parents should there- 
fore niiike opportunities of seeliiK' and con- 
versbm- with every teacher who Is eiitrust- 
••il with a share lu the education of their 
i hlld. X piipU may have some peculiarity, 
may be slow, nervous, timid or ladoleut 
(^•raver faults we do not mention, though 
these also exist), and If this is made known 
to the teacher slie will be able to work 
with the parent In overcoming it. But If 
(he teacher Is not told, and la not herself 
a good Judge of character and so does not 
lUui It oirt, iucalculoble evil miiy be 
wrought. The course of treatincut which 
arouses out all the latent energies of one 
child may warp the entire natiite of an- 
other. 

It must be the constant study of the

Atkins. 

As a matter of fact any body of tnioiis 
uui.Su- identical conditions would have 
liad an equal casualty list; but the Ger- 
mans do not realize the«e conditioiiH. be- 
cause in their mnnoeiivrcs they, and in- 
deed all the crack Continental armies, 
without ilciuht, "do these things better." 

l.tit the (JcrniMiis can march, and so 
can the Kreiichnieu and liussiuns, and, 
moreover, the two former in "marching 
order" carry a bigger load ou their backs 
than the IJriti.sli .<(,]dier. Marching whh 
Iheiii IS an iiiipm-taiit accompIiKhmeiit, 
ainl one not to he taken for granted.

Sir: T notice in your paper this morn- 
ing a short article in reference to mail 
coiniuiinicatioii to Princeton. There is 
no doubt that section has suffered from 
the want of a more frequent service, 
hut portions of our country advance so 
rapidly it is difllcult for tlie po^t offlcfi 
department to keep up with tbo times. 

Sir. Ibistock, however, has been inter- 
esting himself in f'-t ('ircction, and I 
have nn doiilit wiUjsu a'O' J in convincing 
the Posttnaster-(lei nl t".-..\t tlie devel- 
opment of tills section Vriii warrant liim 
ill iiu'reasing the service in the iio.ir 
future. I write this to suggest thak 
the service could be mare satisfactorily 
performed and give more general grntH 
■ficntion if the mails, or second mail, was 
served from Kp>remeos, from wbich point 
a bi-wcehly mail now goes. This point 
Is only 40 miles from Princeton, and HI 
miles from the now town of Allison. It 
is nn this section that it is propoi=od to 
connect at ouce the wagon road down 
tho Similkamocn valley. Along tiiis is 
the important mining camp at Tv/onty- 
-Mile, and there are settlements ever.v 
few miles. 

Thii mail sorvicc from Spenci''s Rriilge 
serves tlio valley of tlio Xicnla, Aspen 
drove, Mc'CulIoiigli s .Tinl Tliynn's, iis 
well as a large Hcatlered si-ttleineiit ovei; 
the I'i.'i miles of road. 

.\ service from Keremeos to .\llisou 
and Princeton would give that section 
a satisfactory mail service .mil would be 
inhnitcly preferable and clieapcr than 
currying it by pack train over the Hope 
mountains, where there is no settlement 
and which is open only n I'ow months in 
the year. Is must be recollected that 
the mails aii' now very hnlk}^, and in 
another year will run into tons.
